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Fraternization. 

Xo one who feels a truly patriotic love for 
his country, and who has had the anxieties 
for its safety and welfare which the present 
and past aspects of parties necessarily carries 
with such a love, but must feel his hopes re- 
vive and his breast swell with emotion as he 
reads the eloquent and U mon-breathing speech- 
es made at the late festival in Louisville. 
Whatever may be his party ties and preferen- 
ces, if he is a patriot, and wishes the prosperi- 
ty of his whole country, he can sympathize 
with the noble purpose that has carried our 
legislators and Governor to Louisville to fra- 
ternize with the functionaries of our sister 
States in this emergency of political affairs. 
We have read of pilgrimages to the shrines of 
saints and martyrs, of the devout Musselmen 
braving the privations and dangers of Arabian 
deserts to worship at the tomb of the Prophet; 
of Crusaders traversing sea and land to wrest 
the holy sepulchre from the hands of the Infi- 
del; but nowhere have we read of so sublime 
a sight as that witnessed on this late occasion 
at Louisville. 

We are told that a congress of the nations 
of Europe is to assemble shortly to adjust na- 
tional differences; but when we remember 
that in this only the most subtle and skillful 
diplomats are to meet— that every species of 
chicanery and diplomacy will be resorted to to 
overreach each other and gain some advantage, 
(and probably the result will be to enslave mil- 
lions of human beings who have been strug- 
gling for ages for their liberty,) how sublime, 
in the contrast, does this meeting of the repre- 
sentatives of four great sovereignties as the 
peaceful guests of a great and enlightened city 
appear? Ought it noi to bring the blush of 
shame to the cheeks of other representatives 
of those same sovereignties in another place? 
Their other representatives in Washington are 
“breathing out threatenings and slaughter,” 
while these are banqueting together at the 
same feast, and nought is heard, as they pledge 
each other in the wine cup, but fraternity and 
brotherly love. These have here renewed 
their vow's of loyalty to the Constitution un- 
der which all were born, and by whose be- ; 
nign influence they were reclaimed from the 
forest and the savage, and are now giants in 
strength, and prosperous and happy to a de- 
gree never witnessed by any people in any oth- 
er hemisphere. Not only have they there 
met and thus plighted each other, but they 
have gone in a mass to the far-off capital of one 
of their number, with a full confidence of meet- 
ing a kind and hearty reception from that one 
which was supposed to bo least friendly in its 
political relations to the others. This is done 
in all republican simplicity, and without the 
“pomp and circumstance” attending the royal 
visits and ambassadorial receptions of the old 
world; yet wo affirm, without the fear of con- [ 
tradiction, that never in this world of ours was 
witnessed sucli a commingling of the Repre- 
sentatives and Executives of four sovereign 
States, where there was less distrust ora more 
sincere fellowship and good feeling. This 
should not only shame political assemblies and 
disunion politicians, but is a worthy example 
to set before most religious convocations. 
These latter have been dissolved, and every 
feeling of brotherhood lietween the delegates 
from different sections been destroyed by this 
vexed question of slavery. They have taken 
this question from the political assemblies, 
where indeed it should never have been, and 
have entered upon its discussion with all the 
rancor characteristic of those political assem- 
blies, but have gone further than their exem- 
plars. Now it is high time for them to re- 
trace their steps and follow their political 
prototypes in this, their good example, as well 
as the evil; and they can do much to bind up 
the wounds of the country which they have 
done so much to lacerate. If this unprece- j 
dented example of party and sectional aline- j 
gation, on the part of so many distinguished 
and exalted individuals, does not have a lien - 1 
eticial influence in calming sectional animosi- 
ties among every class of the American peo- 
ple, they must be far more besotted by par- 
tisanship than we have yet believed. But it 
will have an influence; and it will cause the 
elements of discord to vanish, for it will soon 
be recognized that this is the spirit that ani- 
mates the masses of the population, and the 
politicians, who are the most infallible of all 
barometers to indicate any change in popular 
sentiment, will soon begin to sing the songs 
of peace and hush the war chants they are 
piping now; the revolver and the bowie-knife 
will give place to the Bible and prayer-book 
in the bosoms of members of Congress, and 
we shall no more witness these formidable 
weapons escaping from the pockets ot their 
owners upon the floor, to the consternation of 
peaceful men. 

The credit of this whole thing is due pri- 
manly to the city of Louisville, and well may 
she be proud of this patriotic inauguration; for 
it is a wreath she may bmd around her brow; 
and she may celebrate each annual return 
with pride and pleasure; for we predict that it 
will not only add to her fame as a patriotic 
and peace-loving city, but she lias shown to 
hundreds of strangers, from far distant sec- 
tions, her capabilities as a business place, and 
these will not only return to their homes 
with tho most favorable impressions of her 
commercial advantages, but will communicate 
these impressions to others, and thus hun- 
dreds and thousands of merchants and plant- 
ers will be directed to her as the best market 
to supply their wants, and capitalists will be 
also directed to her as the most promising of 
all the rising cities in the West, and as the 
surest to give a return for their investments. 



We think this compliment due to Louisville 
j anl her citizens, not only for their patriotism 
and munificent carrying out of this patriotic 
i enterprise, but from the intrinsic merit of her 
situation and capabilities fur a wondrous com- 
merce. This Nashville Railroad throws the 
trade of the South into her lap, and this is as 
rich as that ot India, which all the nations of 
Europe are now struggling to secure. 

We wait with impatience to learn the par- 
ticulars of the visit of the distinguished 
i strangers to the capital of Ohio, not that we 
doubt they will be cordially welcomed and 
worthily entertained; but this is a matter so 
extremely novel to the Buckeye people, that 
we wish to know how they demean them- 
selves in the peculiar situation. Be the par- 
ticulars what they may, the results can only 
be gratifying to every honest heart, and we 
congratulate the people of Kentucky that this 
most healing suggestion sprung from the 
bosom of our own loved State, for it shows 
she is not unworthy to have claimed as her 
own the Great Pa c i k rc ator .

THE RECEPTION AT COLUMBUS. 

Gov. Dennison’s Welcoming Speech. 

GOV. MAGOFFIN’S RESPONSE FOR KENTUCKY. 

Col. Newcomb Response for Tennes- 
see. 

(.From the Cincinnati Commercial.] 

The steamers Silver .Moon and Bostona were 
chattered to meet die Strader below the city. 
The Silver Moon was < ff promptly, and met the 
Strader about five miles below t he city. There 
was a tine band of music aboard, which dis ours 
ed most excellently. As the boats neared each 
other an animating scene occurred. There was 
rau.'ic and cheering, waving of handkerchiefs, and 
a lively fraternization. There were cheers for 
Ohio, lor Tennessee, for Kentucky, an«l for Indi 
ana. The Bostona was behind time, and the Stra- 
der and Silver Moon waited for her about half an 
hour YY’hen she hove in sight her decks \v»>re 
covered with people, conspicuous among whom 
were the Guthrie Greys. The crack company 
displayed full ranks, as usual. The Bostona also 
had a baud of music, which gave the national airs 
with fine effect. 

The three boats were lashed abreast and swept 
up to the city with banners flying, Lunds playing, 
and the people in great enthusiasm. 

We found the geests in good condition, a little 
over-fed, perhaps, but high-toned, its became the 
occasion. They had passed the night comforta- 
b y on the splendid anti commodious Strader, and 
found abundance of warm breakfast awaiting them 
The best feeding prevailed. The guests are of an 
order of men superior to those usually found on 
excursions; and there was agreeable evidence on 
all hands of tiie legitimacy and sincerity of the 
affair. 

The scene on reaching the city was decidedly 
imposing. The bands on the boats were playing, 
the steam whistles at intervals were routing like 
concentrated hurricanes, the cannon thundering 
from the sltore, and the boats loaded to the guards 
with people, whose shouts were answered back 
with interest.

The approach of the 
boats from below was announced by a gun from 
the barracks across the river, a* d then the brass 
field pieces from this side joit ed in, bellowing 
“deep mouthed welcome” to the distinguished 
gut s's of Ohio The trio o| boats swarming with I 
peop e — the Bostona on the inside, the Silver Moon 
on the « ut<ide, and the majestic Strader in the 
center — steamed gracefully up the river, am d the ! 
thunders of the artillery, to a point above Broad 
wav, where they paused in the middle of the 
stream, while the Silver Moon and Bostona de- i 
i tched themselves from the Strader, the latter 
continuing her journey to the depot, greeted with 
hearty cheers, which were as heartily returned * 
At t In* depot of the Little Miami road tiie guests j 
disembarked, took seats in the cais of the special j 
train furnished by Superintendent Durand, and I 
8] cl away to the capital.

Tiie train of fifteen cars was well tilled, and i 
moved from tiie depot amid the accl am itions of ! 
a multitude. All along the route, a lively inter j 
c«t in t He excursion was manifested. Flags and 
handkerchiefs were waved, and the people ap- : 
peared in excellent humor, — everything but the 
weather had a hospitable appearance. 

There was at some points tasteful dec 'rations 
Among those we remarked was a fine display at 
Branch Hill. 

Col. Holmes, Senator from Hamilton county, 
declared through the cars, that all those who 
bore tickets “Guests of Ohio,” must, while they 
remained in the Slate, exhibit them, and they 
were currency that would be a legal tender every- 
where and for all amounts. This announcement 
was received with distinguished approbation. 

Just beyond Morrow, the monotony of the trip 
on the cars was relieved by a profuse distribution 1 
of Loogworth’s Sparkling Catawba. About a doz- 
en boxes of that glorious wine were distributed. 
Tiie glasses being handed round with the remark 
“compliments of Nicholas Longworth ” Mr. 
Longworth was, you may be assured, a very pop- 
ular gentleman as the wine passed. 

At Xenia there was a fine military turn out, n ; 
lunch, a salute, a big crowd, great enthusiasm, i 
and a good time generally. Theie were lour mil- | 
itary companies, three of which were from Day- 
ton m.d one from Miamisbnrg. Several addi 
tional cars weie attached, and the enthusiasm in- 
creased. 

Among the speeches made at Xenia, were those 
by a son of U. S. Senator JohnsDU, of Tennessee, 
who is n memberof the Legislature of that State, 
and by Gov. Muoflin, of Kentucky. 

T e turn-out of the populace at this place was j 
particularly pleasing. The vicinity of tiie depot I 
was densely crowded, and a mass of some him 
dreds stood without flinching in the snow storm 
which whs heavy and driven by a strong wind, to : 
listen to the orators of Tennessee and Kentucky. { 

Columbus, Jan. 26. 

Tiie guests of Ohio arrived at three o’clock, 
and were received with hearty enthusiasm. The 
people of C d umbus assembled in gi eat numbers 
at the depot and on tiie streets, cheering the pro- j 
cession to the portals of tiie State House. The j 
Committee of Escort and other officers conduct- \ 
e*l the guests into the Hall of the House of Rep ! 
resentatives, whore they were received by the 
General Assembly in joint convention. 

The address of welcome was delivered in a 
most impressive manner by Gov. Dennison, as ! 
follows:. 

Friends of Kentucky , of Tennessee, and of 
Indiana: On behalf of the people of Ohio, speak- i 
ing through the r General Assembly , I receive 
you at tins their Capital. 

1 greet you us Representatives of Sovereign 
Slates. I salute you us brethren of the great val j 
ley of tne Mississippi, the center and the citadel 
of tiie National Confederacy’. 1 greet you as lei 
low citizens of the Union, so dear to us all, the 
source of whatever makes us most prpud of our 
couulrv, and the preservation of which, for the 
equal and common benefit of all the Slates, is 
alike the highest and most grateful duty of the 
American citizen. 

Bv ad these honored titles, you are heartily 
welcomed here io day. 

Gov. Magoffin responded eloquent ly on the part 
of the State »»f Kentucky. Addressing the Gov- 
ernor and General Assembly, lie said: 

“I must return, in behalf of the people of my 
State and of the Legislature ol Kentucky, our 
gralelui thanks for this most cordial welcome. — 
We had expected a warm welcome from the peo 
pie of Ohi<», but were unprepared lor such a greet 
ing as we have had. It lias been u magnificent 
pageant Irom the moment we set foot on the bind 
ing at Cincinnati We were received with the 
roar oi peaceful cannon aud the shouts of w elcom 
ing hosts. 

“We will take home this welcome to the peo- 
ple of Kentucky. We will tell them of it and 
we will tell them that all we have to do to keep 
this Government together, is to see each other 
otiener, and to know each other better. Coming 
from the great Empire State of the West —from 
this State, renowned tor her splendid educational 
systems and her benevolent institutions — eminent 
for her vast acnievements, and glorious in her 
successful enterprise — we lay to our hearts the 
welcome of' her chivalrous sons and beautiful 
daughte s, and the g< nerou- hospitality with 
w hell they greet us. Let ine return them in be- 
half of tiie pe pie of Kentucky, and in behalf f 
her Representatives, our earnest and warmest 
thanks f**r this your graceful welcome.” 

Gov. Magoffin then introduced Col. Newcom, 
of the Tennessee Legislature, who responded in 
behalf of the State of Tennessee. Addressing 
Gov Dennison, he said: 

“1 desire to thank you, sir, in behalf of the 
people of Teuuessee, and to you, fellow -citizens 



ofiLc Sta<e ol Ohio, and in the name of me 
people of Tennessee, whom I represent, I return 
our heart v thanks for your welcome; and to you, 
ladies of Ohio, Tennessee re urns her thanks lor 
your presence here on this day. We come up among 
you at your proud capital us brethren. We come 
not to invade you with hostile banners, but to 
engage with you in feasts of brotherly love. It 
is Tennessee and Kentucky that meet Ohio on 
this occasion, and I tell you, fellow-citizens, that 
while Congress cannot organize, Ohio and Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky w ill assemble and greet each 
other an brethren of our common aud beloved 
country. 

“YY r e come together for a common purpose. 
YY’e come because we can say in the Capital of 
Ohio that we are brethren of one blood. We 
come, 1 say, fellow -citizens of Ohio, to renew* the 
bonds of union here. In olden times, when our 
lathers met iu Independence Hall to form a Con- 
stitution, it was with feelii.gs which should in- 
spire us now. YY'hut is the Constitution? Read 
but the preamble, and let us ponder it well in our 
minds, and keep it in our hearts. To day, iu the 
name of Tennessee, we are willing hereto swear 
to support it in all time to come. I say this for 
the Representatives ot Tennessee, and I say it for 
the people whom we represent; and we say to you, 
that as the Bible is to the Christiuu’s heart, so is 
the Constitution to tiie heart of Tennessee. YVe 
return you, then, fellow-citizens of Onio, our 
w armest thanks for your roost generous w elcome, 
and, believe me, we will bear the remembrance 
of it in our hearts.” [Enthusiastic appi an. e.J 
1 Alter tiie meeting dispersed, the guests were 
escorted to the various public institutions, and 
were hospitably entertained at the residences of 
I citizens. Governor Magoffin and Lieut. Govern- 
or Porter, of Kentucky, are the special guests of 
I Governor Deunison. 

At dark, tne hotels aud many stores and 
I dwellings were brilliantly illuminated. The 
dome of the State House was splendidly lighted 
up, and the city was ablaze w ith pyiotechnic 
fires. Ciowds of ladies and gentlemen thronged 
the streets, and there was universal hilarity 
abroad. After supper, the guests and their hosts 
assembled in the Hall of the House at a social ! 
levee, and afterwards in Odcon Il ill, around the 
! banquet table. .VI enter’s band furnished supcib 
music. Lieut. Governor Kirk presided, and the 
| seats oLjionor were appropriately distributed.

SPEECH OF GOV. CHASE. 

Gov. Chase said: 

Mr President: Not far from the city of Nash- 
ville, on the southern shore of tiie Cumberland, 
amid the pleasant scenes of tiie Hermitage, ri-es 
the modest monument w hich marks the final rest- 
ing place of And ew Jackson; there, after noble 
service to his country, in war and peace, the Pa- 
tii <t Hero sleeps; but his lessons to his country- 
men, whether expressed iu deeds or words, still 
live on the printed page of their hearts. Among 
these lessutis none ever met a heartier response 
from the whole American people than the simple 
declaration, which lias just been repeated, “Our 
Federal Union, it must be preserved.” Far dis- 
tant be the day when it shall meet a response less 
decided or less unanimous The sentiment itself, 
indeed, was but echo to the utterances of all pa- 
triotic hearts, from the very beginning of the 
struggle for independence. The primal necessi- 
ty of the revolution was union. YY’ithout it, the 
revolution itself, though in name a success, would 
in truth have been a disastrous failure, it was 
first and last among the aspirations of Washing- 
ton and his great compatrio s, and the most mi 
pressive among the final admonitions of the fath- 
er of his counity, are those which inculcate its 
priceless worth, and exhort his countrymen to its 
perpetual maintenance. It was fit that the first 
1 resident from the new States should emphatical 
ly re affirm the judgment anl purpose of the first 
President from the old. li is tit, also, when the 
Representatives of the three States first organ- 
ized in this great central valley are gathered to- 
gether as now, that tlii- sentiment should be again 
affirmed with emphasis and decision. As the riv- 
ers of these States flow into one Ohio, bearing 
upon thi ir bosoms their common interests of com- 
merce, so should the affections of the dwellers 
upon these shores flow together in one vast cur 
rent of devotion to the Union, laden with tiie 
precious freight of all their destinies. 

But, Mr President, I must notenter on ths 
large theme, the time does not permit, nor is it 
needful. 'Hie number of those who, either at the 
South or at the North, really be.ieve that tiie 
time for the dissolution of this Union has ac- 
tually come, is too small to excite alarm — md, if 
there he others who suppose that, in certain con- 
tingencies, the destruction of the noblest politi- 
cal fabric ever reared by mail, may become de 
airable, we may safely trust the logic of events 
for the demonstration of their error. For Ohio, 
at least, I may confidently speak. She has ever 
been and will ever remain loyal to the Union and 
the Constitution. While yet in my earliest man- 
hood, I put on record my conviction that in all 
future, as in all past circumstances, Ohio w ill 
cleave fast to the National Constitution and the 
National Union, »ind that her growing energies 
will, on no occasion, be more willingly or power- 
fully put forth than in the support and mainten- 
ance of both iu unimpaired vigor and strength. 
That conviction remains unch mired, nor do I 
doubt. Mr. President, that the spirit and purpose 
of Ohio is the spirit and purpose of all the Stales 
whose worthy and honored Representatives are 
gathered here to-night. YY’e will not sin render 
the proud title of American citizens; we will not 
renounce our portion in the glories of the Impel i- 
al Republic; we will not madly fling away the 
mo'i blessed boon of free institutions ever vouch- 
safed bv heaven to man; we will not prepare for 
our children, iusleadof the noble heritage of free 
dom, prosperity and peace w hich our fillers trans 
mitted to us, a detestable inheritance of des 
poi.sm, c.iLmnity »nd civil war. No! no! a 
thousand times no! YY’e will compose whatever 
niff fences have arisen, or may arise, in ihe spirit 
of our fathers — claiming mutually nothing that 
we think wrong. YY’e w ill concede rautu -lly 
whatever we find to be just, cherishing, above all 
with the constant ardor of YVashinghon, a cor 
dial and immovable attachment to our Federal 
Union. YVe will resol e with ihe inflexible de- 
termination of Jackson, that it must he preserved.

Street Railroads in Louisville. 

We copy from the Louisville Democrat the 
following article on this interesting question: 
Messrs. Harney, Hughes & Co.: 

Gentlemen: No factious conceit induces the 
proprietors on Main street to oppose the construc- 
tion of a railroad on that street. They know by 
the sure and costly lesions of experience, com- 
mencing in 18.38 and extending through several 
years, that a railroad car propelled by horse 
power, running from Sixth stre» t to Portland, 
stopped all improvement below Sixth. An old 
fogy aspect covered all the line of the road It 
was not until years after the rails were removed 
from the street, and it was hoped, forever, that 
buildings of a superior class took the place of the 
old, dilapidated houses below Sixth street. As 
late at> the year 1846, standing on the colonadeof 
the Louisville Hotel, the stranger’s eyecould not 
but light on an old coat just across the street, 
which hung in front of a frame building, with 
the sign “dyeing and scouring.” While, during 
the same time, business extended from Sixth 
street up Main to Second, there was not a busi- 
ness house worthy of the name erected below 
Sixth street, until the horse car and rails had 
been removed. The owners of property cannot 
forget these lessons. Twenty-three years ago the 
intersection of Sixth and Main streets was enthu- 
siastically, perhaps, called the center of business. 
Whoever stands there to-day, ami looks up Main 
street, will see what prosperity came above Sixth 
street, where no horse car was feared, and he has 
only to look down Main street to see the blight of 
adversity which attended the property adjacent to 
that railroad. 

It is in vain to quote the examples of other 
cities in reference to a Main-street road. No 
city was ever built up by street railroads. They 
have only been resorted to under the pressure of 
necessity. No city, with only one beautiful bus- 
iness street, lias commenced the experiment of 
railroads on that one street. It may be proper to re- 
mind the reader that men who signed the remon- 
strance agiynst the Main street road are not op- 
posed to any other road. They are not old fogies, 
but they are men who have built magnificent 
stores, dwellings, factories and hotels — who have 
investe l their funds in the bonds of the Nash- 
ville road ind of the water-works. They are men 
whose labors to build up the city, and whose sub 
stantial structures will last, and be remembered, 
when they themselves are in their graves. 

The discussion of this question ha-, probably, ere 
this, satisfied every man of business that the whole 
system of street railroads is too new and untried to 
be understood in its permanent effeets on the 
streets where the roads have been located. The 
judgment of the wisest men in all parts of our land 
is against a headlong precipitation of such a ques- 
tion on the public mind. The newspapers inform 
us that legal proceedings have been instituted by 
citizens of Cincinnati against the road on Syca- 
more streeC and the court ordered the removal of 
one of the tracks from that street. The intense 
aversion with which property owners regard the 
Main street road is a most laudable feeling, be- 
cause the permanent prosperity of the merchants 
and proprietors on Main street is the sole object 
of the opposition to that road. The prosperity of 
this street will be felt in every street of the city 
and in every business, manufacturing as well as 
commercial. 

A street railroad may cause a mushroom 
growth on vacant lots, but it will beduarfish and 
recond rate; or it may build up and establish a 
n tail trade. It is totally iucorrp itible with a 
business requiring heavy loads to be moved oi: 
two horse dm s, the dray alone being twenty-five 
lei-t long, and the two or four-horse wagons 
twice that length, in a street fifty six leet wide 
from curb to curb, wiili a railroad car running iu | 
the center of the street 

The entire freight of two great railroads is 
now brought into Main street in two -horse wag- 
ons, from JeftVrson»dlle and from New Albany. 
The turnpike wagon, with its white cover, is 
scarcely ever out of sight on Main; and yet not 
one of llie?e vehicles could back up to discharge 
its load without danger anddreud of the car, and 
ol vehicles meeting the car, which would neces- | 
-a ily be forced aside from the track outlie street ( 
already occupied by wagons or drays unloading, j 
The necessary result of this hindrance to busi- 1 
ness would be, that the grocery, produce and com- 
mission business would be driven from the street, 
and vac ant bouses would abound, and the value 
ol Main street property be grc itly diminished. 
It is idle to think that other business would soon 
(ill up the vacancies. No such other business is j 
practical at present. If it were otherwise — if ■ 
stores were wanted for other and better uses — I 
leases of houses now occupied in the grocery and j 
produce business could be purchased at a raoder- 
ate advance, but such is not the case. 

The upper and lower ends of Main street will , 
gradually receive the grocery and produce busi- | 
ness, as the progress of improvement works that 
trade from the central parts, where rents will be 
comparatively high. This is the natural course 
of trade; but trade may easily be drivon out ot 
its natural course, and when once turned to other l 
quarters, is not likely to be soon, if ever, regain- 1 
ed. 

Chicago is no example to us on the Main- ! 
street road question. She makes her proud boast j 
ol one hundred and twenty railroad trains arriv | 
ing and departing in a day. The turnpike-four I 
horse- wagon -trade is, with her magnificent rail 
road connections, a mere drop in the bucket. The ; 
level grades of her streets require no such ve- j 
hic!«* a id beasts as are used iu the New Albany 
and Jetfersom ille railroad wagon. All her goods 
arrive by car and by steamer. Similar compari- j 
sons might be instituted with Cincinnati, whose 
heavy business is done in the district between j 
the river and Third, and Broadway and Wal- | 
nut. 

No horse c .n ever descend from the hills into 
this quarter ol that city. The railroad on her 
Fourth street may be a benefit, because that 
street is occupied by retail stores and dwellings, 
and not bv the kind of trade now on our Main 
street. The location of the railroads in St. Louis 
is beyond the wholesale trade, on Fourth street, 
and back of it. In New York and Philadelphia 
the railroad cars do not run in streets doing any 
mixed business like Main street. Heretofore the 
cars have un on inferior streets, doing a retail 
trade, or occupied by dwellings of a second or 
third class. The cose does not resemble ours in 



any ol cuies wiucli have a }H>puiaiion of 

from a quarter of a million to a million 1 inhab- 
itants. The uconvcnicnce of driving any one 
trade from anj of their stre ts would no* be per- 
ceptihle in the face of an annual increase of pop- 
ulation by tens of thousands. How different the 
case with us! Twelve m mths ago many stores 
on M un street w ere vacant, and remained vacant 
for many months, and during the preset t year 
but four stores have been erected from First to 
Eighth cross streets. These facts show clearly 
that Main street houses are not wanted for any oth- 
er more ;rotit,ib!e trade than is now done there. 
They show that the present trade of that street 
cannot be lost without a serious depreciation iu 
the value of property fhereon. 

Main street is the only thoroughfare for all the 
trade and travel from the Indiana railroa-is — their 
wagons, omnibuses, baggage, and country wag- 
ons, [ork and lumber and cooperage, &c. It is 
the « illy thoroughfare of the city for all the trade 
and travel from the river above the falls to the 
Bardstown pike, and for all the country below the 
falls. Tins trade and travel cannot be transferred 
to Water street, which is only seven squares long. 
It c;inn t be done or* Market street, which is now 
fully occupied by market-houses and wagons, w hile 
no vehicles will go on Jefferson street, through 
dread of the locomotive. 

Devote a portion of Main street to a railroad, 
and its business and travel and prosperity will 
leave it, and nothing be gained, except the noto- 
riety of attempting to follow the course of other 
cities, whose age, extended and firmly established 
commerce, and large manufacturing population, 
makes that a necessity for them, which with us 
is only a wild foolishness. 

It has been said that a railroad is requisite to 
carry laborers from one end of the city to the oth- 
er, ut low rates of fare. If this were true, there 
would certainly be some evidence of the fact; as 
for example, vast numbers going up and down 
Main, to their daily labor, morning and evening. 
Where are these vast numbers of laborer-*, ihid 
where is their work? At present we are told that 
five or six omnibuses do all this busmens, and 
are not half the time full. The railroad on Jef- 
ferson street could carry ten times'thAnrraber foo 
whose convenience «o many anxious thoughts now 
press upon public attention. A ca^hn that street 
road would not be subject to such'detentions'as 
would be experienced passing through Main street 
It would more than accommodate all, and be rnor 
accessible to the majority of the people, bein 
nearer their dwellings hnn a road on Main street, 
while the trip to Portland would probably be 
made in less time on Jefferson than on Main 
street. 

Thequeslion of jurisdiction, and whether the 
Legislature is not prohibited by the acts of the 
Mate of Virginia, may be of importance to all 
who desire to engage in such enterprises.
